Midland. The Georgia is alleged 
negligent in not moving the cars from 
the plant; the Central is accused by the 
Georgia with not being willing to accept 
the cars in their yards, and the Central 
says it cannot take the cars because 
the Seaboard and the Gainesville Midland 
will not take them promptly. 

This company states in its complaint 
to the railroad commission that. eleven 
cars of fertilizers have been standing 
loaded on the track in the yards of the 
fertilizer plant for the past seven days 
and that twenty-one additional cars are 
now there ready for removal and that 
no amount of persuasion can get them 
out to their destination. The commission 
is asked to require an accounting for 
this delay on the part of the roads.
